Success of the Newly-Invented 
Induction Balance, 


The Bullet in the Front Wall of the Ab- 
domen—Latest Bulletins From 
the White House. 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN—8:50 A. M. 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Au- 
gust 1, 8:30 A. M.—The President slept well 
during the night, and this morning 1s cheer- 
ful and expresses himself as feeling better 
than at any time since he was hurt. After 
the slight rise of yesterday afternoon his 
temperature became again normal early in 
the evening and socontinues. He appears 
stronger and has evidently made good progress 
on the road towards recovery during the past 
few days. His pulse is now 94, temperature 
$8.4, respiration 18. 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN—12:30 P. M, 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN, EXECUTIVE MAN- 
SION, WASHINGTON, August 1.—The Presi- 
dent’s wound continues todo well. At the 
morning’s dressing he was found in al re- 


spects in a_ satisfactory condition. After 
the dressing was concluded his 


head and shoulders were raised in the same 
manner as yesterday, and he took solid food 
for breakfast with more relish than he has 
hitherto shown. At this moment his pulse is 
1N0; temperature, 98.4; respiration, 19. 


The Ball Located. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, 11345 4. M., August 
1?—The President is passing a quiet, comfort- 
able day, under the supervision of the attend- 
ing surgeons. Professors Bell and T.intor 
this morning made anotber application to the 
paticnt’s body of the electrical apparatus 
known as the induction balance, with a view 
to completing the tests of Saturday, 
which were not entirely conclusive, and 
ascertained definitely and certainly the 
possible location of the.ball Professors Bell 


and Taintor have been almost constantly en- | 


gaged fer two weeks in experiments with the 
induction balance, and have made several 


modifications and improvements’ which 
ereatly add to its efficiency. 
They tried the improved apparatus 


upon the President’s body forthe first time 
last Saturday, and, although it indicated fainte 
ly the location of the ball, it was afterwards 


found to be slightly out of adjustment, and 


| the experiment was not regarded as perfectly 


conclusive. The results of this morning|’stests, 
however, are entirely satisfactory both to 
Profs. Bell and Taintor and tothe attending 
surgeons, and itis now unanimously agreed 
that the location of the ball has been ascer- 
tained with reasonable exactness and certainty 
and that itis, as heretofore stated in these 
dispatches, in the front wall of the abdomen, 


| jmmediately over the groin, about five inches 


below ard to the right of the navel. 


The experiments this morning were re- 
peated several times and were made by Pro- 
fessors Bell and Taintor independently, so as 
to guard as faras possible against errors 
arising from the faulty perception of a single 
individual or from one person’s mistaken 


judement as to the comparative 
intensity of the sounds. In eve 
instance, however, when the small 


disks attached to the machine were placed in 
such a position on the patient’s body as to 
indicate the location of a black and blue spot 
which appeared on the lower right side of the 
abdomen soon after the President was shot, 
the listener at the microphone said that he 
believed the evidences of disturbance. It 
made no difference whether the 
experimenter could see the disks 
or not, whenever they were placed 
in that particular position he became aware 
of the fact and examined it. The experi- 
ments were varied and continued until all 
were convinced that the bullet had been 
fcund or at leastlocated on a straight line 
running through the bodyfrom the frontto 
the back just above the groin On the right 
side. It was not possible to ascer- 
tain with any degree of certainty 
the depth at which ‘the : ballflies imbedded 
on that imaginary line, but as the front wa'l 
of the abdomen at this pointis about two and 
one half inches in thickness, the bali must lie 
witbin that distance of the surface, and these 
results fully confirm :the original diagnosis 
of the ease made by the attending surgeons 
soon after the President received his injury. 
and that fact is as gratifying to them as the 
complete success of the induction balance is 
to Professors Bell and Taintor. This is the 
first instance in which an imbedded bullet has 
been accurately and definitely located without 
robing and by purely scientific methods. 
There is no intention on the part of the sur- 
yeons to perform an operation forthe re- 
moval of the ball at present. Solong as it 
vives no trouble it wili be allowed to remain 
In its present place. The question of the dis- 
position to be finally made of it will be con- 
-idered when the President shall bave recov- 
ered his strength. 


The Induction Balance. 

WASHINGTON, August 1.—The President 
still continues to improve steadily. The 
surgeons this morning located*the bullet 
with Prof. Bell’s improved electrical appuara- 
tus. Bell has been working night and day to 
perfect the apparatus. The apparatus as 
heretofore used consisted of two 
cfreular primary coils of insu- 
lated copper, three inches in diameter, 
and half an inch in thickness, the one 
constructed of No. 19 wire, and contain 
between seven and eight ohms of resistance, 
forming the primary coil, and the other of No. 


28 or 30 wire, giving more than 
eighty ohms _ resistance, being © the 
secondary coil. They are connected 


in separate metallic ce es In the circuit 


} 


with the former there is placed an electric 
battery and aspring vibrator. The latter is 
soadjusted as to make a very rapid series of 
breaks of the circuit, sending a hundred or 
more electrical pulsations of the circuit and 
around the primarv coil wire per second. 
A band telephone only is placed in the cireuit 
with the secondary coil. The batteries being 
connected and the vibrator set in motion, 
the secondary coil is placed so as to lower 
the primary, and the operator, hav- 
ipg the telephone at his ear, hears the 
pulsations of the primary current 
sent through the vibrator with each motion 
of its spring, an induced current heing pro- 
duced in the secondary coil by its contiguity 
with the primary. Bellincreased the sensi- 
liveness by using only one coil in each cir- 
cuit, and by adding to the primary circuit 
a condenser similar in form to _ that 
used for like purposesin connection with the 
Rumkorf coil and with certain systems of 
telegraphy, and this proved to be the act 
wigch crowned the efforts of the experiment- 
ors With success. Bell’s instrument to-day 
plainly indicated the presence of the ball 
where Bliss had located it right, beneath the 
discolored spot that showed itself 
on the right side of the abJomen. A week 
ago an experiment was made on the Presi- 
dent’s case, the instrument used being 
Hughes’ balance, with a detective range of 
twoinches. The President’s back was ex- 
p:ored for some time without any results, but 
when the detector was placed over the point 
of the abdomen - where a dis- 
colored protuberance made its apperance 
immediately after the wound occurred,indis- 
tinct, audible effects were noticed. This was 
confirmatory in so far as it went of the theory 
of the attendant physicians in regar@to the 
place where the bullet is imbedded, but it 
was not sufficiently definite to warrant a feel- 


ing of certainty. Dr. Agnew was 
present when the experiment was 
made, but Dr. Hamilton was not, Sat- 


urday night. He was desirousof witnessing a 
repetition of the experiment, and Prof. Bell 
wentto the White House for that purpose. 
When, however, they made known the greatly 
enhanced results of later experiments it 
was decided to postpone further tests 
upon the President until this morn- 
ing, When the position of the bullet 
wus made definitely known. This experi- 
ment took place at half-past eight. 


Searching for the Ball. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, August 1.—The night was 
passed so comfortably by the President, and 
bis condition was so much improved this 
morning, that it was decided to make an ex- 
amination with Prof. Bell’s induction bal- 
ance atonce. Accordingly, after the morning 
examination and before the fresh dressing, 


bad been applied tothe wound, the experi- 
ment was made. Drs. Agnew, Bliss, 
Barvces, Woodward and Reyburn were pres- 
ent. Prof. Bell conducted the experiment, 
assisted by Mr. Taintor. The plate of the 
balance was placed on the Presi- 
dents’ ahdomen, and moved slowly about, 
Prof. Bell holding the indicating 
telephone to hiscar. Whenthe plate came 
directly over the spot where the preliminary 
«xperiment had developed aslight sensation 
on Saturday night, the sensation was re- 
peated more distinctly and decidedly. Prof. 
3ellsaid he was satisfied at once,and Mr. 
Taintor took the instrument and found the 
sume indication.

plate passed over the shot. The physiciins 
were greatly pleased with the success of 
the experiment, more so as the indicator 
located the ball where they had suggested its 
presence. Dr. Reyburn stated to the re- 

rter that this location of.the ball was ina 
uJ] substantiation of the original diagnosis 
of the wounkec. The spot indicated is ahout 
four and three quarter inches to the right of 
the navel and below it. 


Hamilton Interviewed.

A REAL NIILIS?. 


What Leon Hartmann Has toSay of the 
Aims of Ilis Suclety. 
From the New York HMersid. 

Leon Hattmann, the celebrated Russian 
Nihilist, who bas successfully escaped the 
sneres of the acutest detectives in the world, 
arrived in this city from Europe yesterday. 
Ithas bern erroneously stated that he was 
seen in this city some days ago, but the Iler- 
aldis enabicdto contradict this story em- 
phaticaily. A representative of the Herald 
visited Mr. Wartmann last evening and pro- 
ceeded to qtucstion him as to his reasons for 
visiting this country. The hero of a thousand 
narrow eecapes, and,if report be true, the 
originator of many desperate and deadly plots 
against the Muscovite kmpire, does not look 
like a Ribilist. That is tw say, he does not 
present the appearance of 4 crime-stained 
apostiec of assassination. His figure is rather 
sieht. Heistelowthe middie height. His 
head is not badly shaped, though perhaps the 
forehead may be too receding. His eyes are 
bright, and when be speaks he flishes them 
about in «i) directions, never letting them re- 
main fixed tor anv length of time on any ob- 
ject. He wears a short beard. 

**Mr. Hattmann,’’ said the interviewer,:f- 
ter making his errand known, ‘‘what does 
this visit of yours to America mean?’ Do you 
intend to tuke up your residence perman- 
ently in the United States?’’ 

*No,’’ was the quick response in French. 
spoken with a decided Kussian accent; ‘*l 
have nosuch intention. As soon as circum- 
«tances permit, I am fully prepared to return 
to Kussia together with my comrades. I 
mean to continue to the bitter end the struz- 
wle against despotisin.’’ 

**Itis well known thatthe police agents of 
iiussia areafteryou for the part you have 
taken in many of the most violent enterprises 
of the terrorists. Do you fear arrest on cross- 
ing the Russian frontier, and are you not es- 
pecially exposed to danger from the fact that 
you are now publishing to the world the fact 
of your intention to return?” 

“Tl bave no such fear,” answered Huart- 
mann. **Weare supplied with ample means 
to butle the watchiulness of Russian spics 
and to poss and repass ibe frontier without 
being known. Even in Russia itself we are 
comparatively safe, for all classes of the pop- 
ulation are on our side and ready to conceal 
us from all pursuit. To show vou how easy 
it isfor one of our party to elude detection, I 
16 not mind teiling you that two weeks ayo, 
Diter quitting London ostensibly for New 
pests, I have been on the Continent, have 

a sed turough Germany (icrlin ineludew), 
PP) have visited a Russian town about forty 


Ol tes distant from the German frontier. 


In London my every step was dogged by 
Ritssisan+pies. If caughtin Germany I would 
have been arrested ana delivered up to the 
Russian Government. And yet I contrived 
tO pass Everywhere unobserved and unmo- 
lested. Dart ofmy plan was to creute the 
impression that I had sailed for America. 
or this purpese one of my friends left Lon- 
con with me underthe name of Hartmann, 
on board the Rotterdam steamer Caland, and 
arrived here a fortaight ago. This was the 
source Of the rumor published by some New 
York papers about my beingin this city. 1 
left the steamer at Rotterdam, ran up by ex- 
press tothe Russian frontier and came, back 
intime tocatceh one of the next steamers 
bound for this port, embarking under an as- 
sumed name.”’ 

**Am I tounderstand, then, that you in- 
tend keeping up your connection with Nihil- 
ism’? 

“Undoubtedly,’’ saidiIlartmann, in'a deter- 
mined tone. ‘‘Indeed, the purpose jof my 
journey is connected with our movement. | 
nm come as a delegate of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Russian Revolutionary Party to 
the people of the United States, and have no 
personal motive whatever in coming here. I 
am the bearer of an order to that effect from 
the Executive Commiitee.”’ 

**Is the Nihilistic movement, in your opin- 
ion, destined to succeed ”’ was the next ques- 
tion. 

“If the truth about Russia were better 
known to the American people L doubt 
whether vou would have put to me that 
question,” replied Hartmann, “The two 
best informed English papers in Russian 
affairs are in London—the Standard and the 
‘Daily Telegraph. The St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of the former wrote a month ago: 
*Ask every Russian subject what he wants in 
politics and he will repeat to you word by 
word the programme of the Executive Com- 
mittee.” The Standard is, as you know, a 
highly conservative paper. Is it possible 
after that to doubt of the success of our 
movement?’ 

“Is not Nihilism a destructive foree, with 
no aims and hopes for the future behind it?” 

“Certainly not. ‘Nibilism,’ if vou choose 
tocall it sO, hasa very well detined pro- 
gramme Which it would lead me too far to de- 
tail now, but which may be summed up short- 
Iv as political and social freedom for the peo- 
ple. As all weans of attaining this peacefully 
are taken from us by the government, vio- 
lence becomes a necessity. Thus destruction 
isonly aweapon inour hands, notby any 
means the aim and purpose of our struggle.’’ 

“Do you mean to sav that Nihilism is a ree 
yvolutionary movement, intended to amelior- 
ate the condition of the Russian people—the 
peasants ?’’ 

’**Certainlv. But weintend to ameliorate 
notonly the condition of the peasants, but 
that of all classes, for all are equally interested 
in gaining political liberty. And, indeed, all 
classes are equally in favor of our move- 
ment.’”’ 

“Why does Nihilism have recourse to mur- 
der, or, as you doubtless prefer to style it. 
aseassination, in order to gain its aims?’’’ 
meked the interviewer. 

“Because assassination of the representa- 
tives of the Czar’s barbarous tvranny is at 
present the only|jmeans left us. Were we now 
enjoying the political liberty, the freedom of 
speech and of the press, whfch other nations 
possess, We would be the tirst to lay down 
vurarms and to condemn those who would 
use them against the life of their political 
opponents. But as things now stand in Rus- 
ale, the only hope for the friends of liberty 
lies in promoting by all, even the most violent 
means, the disorganization in the ranks of 
the government, and in shaking in the hearts 
ofthe people the rest of their belicf in the 
almighty power of the Czar. Moreover, all 
the deeds of violence accomplished by the 
revolutionists do not bear comparison with 
the unspeakable horrors perpetrated by the 
Government againstthe people. Thusit ts 
that, though we condemn every murderous 
attack against a representative of a free gov- 
ernment, We accept terrorism in our own 
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country as a political necessity. (Thus it is 
that while Guiteau is in oureyes either a 
criminal or a madman, Sophie Perovsky and 
Ryssakoff we consider martyrs and heroes of 

noble cause. 2 
* Can the Nibilists hope to succeed by as- 
eassinpation’ Does it not harden the temper 
ef the Government and tend to increase the 
number of innocent victims?’’ 

“As to hardeningthe temper of our gov- 
ernment, this is impossible, forit was as 
hardened as can be long before we had re- 
course to terroristic measures. Only think 
that in ten years about thirty thousand per- 
sons were exiled, imprisoned, ruined entire- 
lv by the government for political reasons. 
The ‘white terror’ had begun with all its 
barbarous horrors before we thought of be- 
ginning the ‘red terror.’ And as to our suc- 
cess, why, the official statistics of political 
cases, published recently by the Rus-1an 

olice, prove thut the army of tne revolution- 
«sts bas been increasing in the same measure 
as the means employed by them become more 
violent and the meusures of the goversment 
more tyrannical. Victims must, of course, fall 
in every deadly struggle, and every one of us 
is ready to petish for the cause; but this is 
unavoidable, and the number of victims is 
not increased by terrorism. Onthe coatrary 
the dismay every succes-ful or unsuccessful 
attempt on our part casts into the ranks of 
the governmenttends toh'sten the down- 
fall of Czardom, after which, we hope. no 
victims will be necessary any :oore.” 

‘How is itthet noble<« are included among 
the Nibilists as well as peasants?” 

‘‘as 1 have already statec!, tbe Russian re- 
volutionary movement involves the injerests 
apd aspirations of all classes—tbat is,”of the 
intelligent portion of all classes. Thus it is 
but nutural thatthe noblest representatives 
of the Tlussian aristocracy take part in our 
work together with the peasant, the merchant 
and the literary man. They fori together a 
vast republic of intelligence, and the love of 
liberty unites them all.” 

‘“Where does the money of the Nihilists 
come from?” asked the interviewer. 

‘*«Every individual, after becoming a mem- 
ber of our party, repounces all right of prop- 
city and delivers all he possesses to the 
raity. From the accounts of former-politi- 
ea! trials in Russia you can see that we had, 
and have still, several very rich people in our 
ranks. Thus the question whence our 
money comes is casiiy solved.” 

Daily Life at Cape May. 
From a Letter to Philadelphia Times. 

Cape May life begins with music in the 
morning and ends with music at night. [tis 
a paradise for children, who swurm every- 
where. In the parlor of the hotel a good- 
natured professor of dancing shows the 
young people how to propel themselves 
through the intricacies of a ‘‘German,’’ while 
outside a band of stringed instruments plays 
selections from ‘*QOiivette’’ and **Dancing in 
the Barn.” In the evening there willbe a 
concert ora hop, and the children who are 
dancing in the parlor wili be the chief at- 
tractions in the dining-room. While 
all this LOes on the matron- 
ly women on the piazza talk 
vossip alittic, and some get up e1r0ugh energy 
to do a littie fancy work. It is a quiet, un- 
eventful, commonplace sort of life. The few 
men who are here smoke, and some of them 
play tennis or cricket on the fine lawn.n front 
of Congress Hall. At the Stockton they bowl 
ten-pins. They never read, and in this re- 
spect they succeed in possessing whatis, ac- 
cording tothe late Lord Beac nsfleld,one ofthe 
accomplishments of the English nobility. 
The piles of Rye ge Square” and ‘“‘Sea- 
side”’ literature on @@f news-stands bave not 
been greatly disturbed nor percepubly les- 
sened. A man whois caught reading “Ouida” 
down here is looked upon as a prodigy of 
learning, and is avoided thereafter. 

Sut although people do not walk or reid, 
they do bathe. Itis useless fer the breakers 
at Long Branch or Coney Islaud to bend their 
dungerous Leads and whisver soft!y and coo- 
ingiy tothe unwary; there isno such place 
fur bathing in the world as Cape May. The 
surf is as good as any on the coast; the beacu 
is as §a.@ as a parlor floor: the water is de- 
licijousiv warm, and everything tempts one 
out. Itis the one place on all the coast 
whi re children can throw themselves into the 
aims of the ocean with the certainty of being 
returned safely to mother earth. The bathing 
bouris the hour of allothers at Cape May. 
Hardly any one stays on shore. The breakers 
are filled with living forms, some of them in 
picturesque garbs with red handkerchiefs 
bound about their heads, and others in ugly 
costumes of the regulation kind, surmounted 
by the most frightful straw hats that 
the genits of man_ ever conceived. 
There are ladies here who = swim 
and dive with ube skill of experts. They get 
the life-boat men totake them out well be- 
yond the surf, and they dive off and swim 
races, While the commonplace crowd, which 
can onlvjump up and down as the Waves 
come in, looks oa and wonders and envies. 
Kven the beauty, Wwhocomes to go through 
her trunksful of costumes forthe admiration 
of the men and the misery of the women, is 
tempted with the warm waves. She wears 
her wonderful costumes awkwardly at tirst, 
and she screams at the first lap the tongues of 
Waves give her stockinged toes, and she 
catches her breath quickly, and gusps a little 
as the wavelets dash up to her knees. [But 
presently the strong arms of her companion 
are lifting her up above the waves that would 
dash over her pretty head, and she returns to 
the hotel to dream of and long for the next 
dav’s bathing.

HOOP-SKIRTS AGAIN. 


A Sudden Demand That the Factories 
Cannot Meet—The New Styie. 
From the New York Sun. 

Foreign papers report that in tion to 
the limp, lan skirt of the zxsthete, Paris- 
ian modistes are tringing forward the crino- 
lette, which is simply a revival of the hoop- 
skirt. The shops ia this city are again dis- 
playing hoop-skirts, and report a good sale 
fortbem. Atometime hoop-skirt manufac- 
tories were numerous, and a large capital was 
engaged in the business. Since the hoop- 
skirt went out of fashion the factories have 
pearly all disappeared, and the capital has 

one into other enterprises. Mr. Bradley, of 

radley, Voorhees & Day, said yesterday: 

‘*T recollect the time when we employed 
1,200 bands and our product was 10,000 skirts 
adsy. That was during the war. But about 
1:GS the hoop-sk'rt went out of fashion and 
the trade died out. There was a transient 
revival in 1870, but it disappeared, and from 
then uptil now tbe hoop-skirt trade has been 
a very small part of our business. We have 
always continued the manufacture to some 
extent, getting orders every now and then, 
mostly from the South and West. Some 
ladies bave never given up the use of the 
boop-skirt at all; but they have been old- 
fashioned people who liked it because of 
itis comfort. Now, thowever,itisin fashion 
again. The demand has sprung up sosnd- 
cenly thai itis impossible to meet it. For 
the last six months there has been an in- 
creasing demand, and in the last few weeks, 
in addition to the local demand, we have been 
constantly receiving orders by telegraph 
from Philadelphia, Pittsburg and other 
cities, and wre sold ahead of production all 
the time. The trouble is that the old cpera- 
tives bave gone into other pursuits, and it is 
impossible to get hands enough. At present 
we are turning out about 100 dozen « day.” 

‘“‘How do you account for the change?” 

“Well, you know when fashion runs to ex- 
tremes there is likely to bea violent reaction. 
Hoop-skirts were driven out of fashion he- 
csuse the style Was pushed to such an ex- 
treme. Hoops gotto be four and five yards 
around in the style you know as ‘tilters.’ A 
lady could hardly get into a church pew. 
Whben she sat down ber dress ballooned and 
took uptke whole side of a street car. The 
papers all got to making fun of the fashion, 
and there was a reaction against hoop-skirts. 
Another thing that had to do with it, I sup- 
pose, Was the hard times. [t took a great deal 
of fabric tocover these big skeleton tents, 
and there Was asavingin adopting narrow 
skirts. Now tight dresses have been pushed 
to an extreme, und a reaction toward fuller 
dresses and the hoop is natural.’’ 

‘*Hfow does the new style compare with the 
old?’ asked the reporter. 

‘Look at that!’ said Mr. Bradley, pointing 
to a hoop-skirt hanging from the ceiling. It 
was a great circular Wire cage yards around. 
‘*Now look atthis!”? and he held up a slim, 
graceful skirt, with hoops secured by broad 
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tapes, andrunning about half way up. “The 
old hoops ran up to 150 inches in circumfer- 
ence. The present style runs from fifty-five 
to sixty-five inches. Now, if the modistes do 
not push the style to cxcess and will keep the 
hoop-skirts down to two yards in circumfer- 
enee, it will remain in use.”

DISTINGUISHED WIDOWS. 


Women Who Have Lived on the Jiem- 
ories of Happy Connubiality. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 

The late distinguished preacher E. H. 
Chapin bequathed his entire estate to his 
wife. Itis buta short time since the will 
was proved, and now that wife is laid by his 
side. Such close propinquity in death union 
is very rare, the most striking instances be- 
ing in the Greelevs and the Bennets. Horace 
Greeley died six weeks after his wife, and 
Mrs. James Gordon Bennett was not much 
longer separated from her husband. Both of 
these distinguished editors died the same 
year (1872), and both closed their lives ina 
demented condition. Greeley was frenzied 
by the tremendous mental conflict consequent 
on his unfortunate political situation, while 
Bennett wasina condition of senile weak- 
ness. Mrs. Chapin leaves an estate estimated 
at $100,000 to two sons, one of whom is a 
clerk in a dry goods house, while the other is 
a reputable physician. Speaking of Chapin, 
it need bardly be saidthat he was one of the 
most favored of the New York clergy. Asa 
preacher and lecturer he reached wide dis- 
tinction, and yet how rapidly be is fading 
into oblivion. His pulpitis filled by an able 
preacher, and his name is only recalied by 
the death of bis widow. This shows how 
quickly even men of note pass both out of 
sight and out of memory. 

Speaking of widowhood, which in the 
above instance was so brief, some cases have 
occurred in this city of extraordinary dura- 
tion. Mrs. Alexander Hamilton survived her 
husband fifty-one years. Had her life been 
prolonged three additional vears she would 
bave reached a full century. The inscription 
on the stone which marks her grave is a mod- 
el of simplicity, and reads thus: ‘“Kiiza, 
duughter of Philip Schuyler, widow of Alex- 
ander Hamilton: born atAlbany Augcust®, 
1754; died November 6, 1854; interred here.’’ 
The above is displayed inten lines, but! 
have copied itin a compact manner. An- 
other prolonged instance was that of Mrs. 
Capt. James Lawrence, widow of the ill-fated 
Captain of the Chesapeake. She was twenty- 
five at the time of her husband’s death (being 
seven years his junior) and she survived - him 
fifty: two* years, being seventy-seven at the 
time of her death. On the oth- 
er hand Mrs. Washington (widow of 


our first President) survived the latter less ° 


than three vears. Queen Victoria, however, 
has been in this bereaved condition for twen- 
ty years. Ome of the most striking and inter- 
esting cases of widowbood in British records 
is found in Mrs. Garrick. She was fifty-five 
at the time of her husband’s death, and sur- 
vived bim forty-three years, thus reaching 
the extraoidinary age of ninety-eight. The 
lopyevity inthis case is the more striking 
when one recalls the remarks she made to 
Dr. Johnson as they gazed at ber husband’s 
portrait, **that death was now the most agree- 
able thought.”’ Mrs. Garrick lived through 
the most remarkable changes the British 
drama ever witnessed. Her stage memories 
included Barton Booth, then Garrick himseif, 
thenthe Kembles and Mrs. Siddons, then 
George Frederick Cooke, Edmund Kean, and 
Matthews, the comedian—certuinly an ex- 
traordinary range of experience. In literature, 
her life embraced such names as Goldsmith, 
Miss Burney, Jonson, Mrs. Barbauld, Gib- 
bon, Boswell, Edmund Burke, Sheridan, 
Keats, Burns, Shelley, and even Byron. 


A Dying Wontan’s Premonition.

TALKING WIRES. 


Troubles of the Telegraph When It First 


Crossed the Continent. 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

‘<The telegraph line to the Pacific Coast 
must be kept up at any cost.’’ Such was the 
imperative order of Gen. Pat Connor, 
the noted California Indian fighter, to the 
veteran patrol upon the old Culiforaia trail 
on tbe North Platte during the last year of 
the civilwar. Men were scarce, and the In- 
dians were more numerous than ever before. 
Connor was organizing the largest military 
expedition ever sent into the hostile Indian 
country. He had determined to opena road 
from Fort Laramie through the Big Horn, 
Tongue River and Upper Yellowstone coun - 
try to Bannock and the Montana mining re- 
gions, and to obtain aforce large enough to 
insure success nearly every military fort or 
stockade onjthe telegraph line was deplete! of 
fighting men. It was the summer of 1865, 
and times were very exciting in the East. 
Telegrams were eagerly sought for in Cali- 
fornia, but the @difficuityin keeping open 
an uninterrupted electric line through five 
hundred miles of hostile Indian country was 
only realized by the brave but scattered mil- 
itary patrol engaged in that duty. 
Wherever the redskins erossed the 
line thev tore down the wires, burned down 
the poles, and in many instances carried 
away the wire, and after coiling it up would 
throw it into the nearest creek or river. The 
300 miles of line between Fort Laramie and 
South Pass were entrusted to the care of 
thirty young men of the Eleventh Ohio Cav- 
alrvy, under command of the late Edward 
Creighton, of Omaha, then superintendent of 
the Overland Telegraph Line. It was tohim 
and his smaH band of cavalrymen tbat Gen. 
Conner issued the above terse and emphatic 
order on their departure on their perilous 
three months’ trip. The small number 
of Creighton’s patrol rendered an 
open campaign against the Indian marauders 
impossible. All repairs to the line were done 
in the night, and all breaks inthe wire were 
made in the day-time. The mode of destruc- 
tion was as follows: A sad of voung Chey- 
ennes or Sioux would gallop up to the tele- 
gyruph line and throw a riata of rope over the 
wire, and then start off on full gallop, tearing 
down the wire, Which was usually coiled up 
and carried away to be concealed. The 
mischievous redskins would then 
deploy up . and down the tine, 
exch buck squatting himself down at 
the Lase of atelegraph pole, where he kin- 


dled a fire of sage- brush or gressewood, and, 


ufter lighting his pipe, |would sit and wait 
patientiv until the tall pole burned through 
and fell. The labor of cutting down or dig- 


xing up the poles was too much for the lazy 
savages, and,as time was no object to them, 


they waited until the Epoles fell. The mili- 
tary patrol, safe within its impregnable cor- 
ralot wagous loaded with telegraph poles, 
could see the work of destruction going on 
up and down the line, but dared not move 
out of camp until night concealed tbeir 
movements. 

The Sioux and the Chevennes have always 
been very superstitious about the ‘‘talking 
wire,’’ as they callit, and for several years 
afterthe Indian war broke out refrained 
from meddling with the overland line. In 
order toimpress the minds of those wild be- 
ings With the mysterious power of the tele- 
graph, a great council was called at Scott’s 
Bluffs, when the line was first built. Two of 
the great chiefs were stationed at postsin the 
open plain, between the Chimney Rock and 
Scott’s Biuff, and each sent messages 
through telegraph operators, which were 
premptlv delivered. Then the chiefs mounted 
their fastest horses and galloped to meet each 
otber, and asked what the message was or the 
words he had spoken tothe wire. The result 
astounded them. ‘They could not explain it, 
nor has it ever been understood by them ,and 
to this day a telegraph operator or man en- 
gyagedin the repair or management of the 
“talking wire’’ is regarded asa ‘‘*medicine 
man,’’ and a person to be letalone. It was 
to this superstition that Creighton’s thirty 
men owed their lives and exemption from at- 
tack. 

With the approach of night the telegraph 
destroyers usually disappeared, and the re- 
pairers would start forth upon their thrilling 
and exciting trips. The horses’ hoofs were 
muffled with blanket pads to prevent noise. 
No saddles were.used, so as to render the 
horses dighter in case of retreat or pursuit by 
the Indians. The instructions were, in case 
of interruption by the Indians, to scatter into 
the bush and each man to silently escape as 
best he could to the camp. One party would 
dig holes and insert the burning telegraph 
pole, after driving in a large nail upon which 
to hang the wire. The hammers used were 
thickly padded so as to muffle the soundof 
the knocking. Notalking was allowed, and 
only whispering when unavoidable, 
Creighton’s work was usually the most dan- 
serous. His task was to unreel a thin, 
tbread-like wire, covered with green silk,and 
stretch it from one end of the break to the 
other, suspending the frail wire upon the top 
of the sagebrush or weeds. Ey this slight, 
delicate wire, the people of California and 
Nevada sometimes received a whole dav’s 
news. But woe to the wire if jack rabbits are 
thick, or a bear or strav pony cross it, as they 
often did. The frail thread would break,and 
California get no more news for that nicht 
or day. 3 

Sometimes the Indians camped on the line. 
In that event Superintendent Creighton 
would start out alone in the darkness, make 
acireult of the Indian camp, reach the line 
beyond the break and attach his pocket in- 
strument and commence to talk to Omaha or 
san Francisco, send messages to operators 
on the line, and then return to camp in time 
to escape capture. The Indians never move 
about at night: hence there was little 
danger of meeting them in the darkness. 
When moving from place to place, the ten 
wagons loaded with long telegraph poles 
proceeded in two lines, the men in the center. 
When the Indians appeared a corral was 
formed instantly, stock in the center and men 
at the breastworks formed by the telegraph 
poles. But while the little patrol was pur- 
suing its daring and solitary work, lively 
scenes were occurring not far from them, 
and many brave men were dying by bullet 
arrow, tomahawk and Indian torture.

Beer Abroad. 
From the London Tclegraph. 

Many people in this country labor under 
tke impression that the average German con- 
sumes a mucb more considerable quantity of 
beer than the average Eoglishman, and are 
firmly persuaded that the Teutonic capacity 
for absorbing malt liquor is unrivaled 
throughout the universe. Such, however, is 
by no meansthe case,if reliance may be ac- 
corded to certain statistics published bv the 
Brewers’ Congress recently held in France, 
That beverage, which, according tothe libret. 
to of ‘**Martha,’’ “renders the Britoy 
haughty,” is by him ingurgitated to an ex- 
tent that conclusively entitles him toc'aim 
the highest national rank as a beer-swiller, 
No Jess than one-third of all the beer brewed 
annually in Europe—in round numbers a 
bundred millions of hectolitres—is produced 
in these islands. Counting men, women, and 
children of tender years, everv native of the 
United Kingdom drinks 143 litres of 
beer in the course of the year, where- 
us Germans of every variety except the 
Bavarian content themselves within an an- 
nual modicum of only ninety-four litres per 
head of their total population, andthe Aus- 
trians, although generally reputed to be 
potent toss-pots, are accountable for no more 
than tbirty one. The Bavarian imbibes nearly 
three times as much asthe Prussian, Saxon, 
Wurtemberger, or JHanoverian, and, there- 
fore, nearly double the yearly dose of the 
Englishman. But heis an abnormal toper, 
and it were mapifestiy unjustto hold the 
German race at large responsible for his ex- 
traordinary feats inthe beer-drinking line. 
The pepulation of Russia in Europe only 
consumes two litres of malt liquor per head 
within the twelvemonth. Ivan Ivanovich is 
not an enthusiastic votary of the Gambrinus 
worsbip. ‘‘Something short”? is more to his 
taste tbana “long drink” of imitation lager. 
Corn brandy and potato-spirit are his *‘favor- 
ite vanities,” and as a dram-drinker he 
knows no equal upon the face of tue inhabit- 
ed elobe.

HARTMANN, the Russian Nihilist, who was 
the head of the conspiracy to blow up the 
train bearing the Czar ALEXANDER to Mos- 
cow, in 1879, is nowin New York City.

He brings his creden- 
tials with him in the shape of an oval ietter in 
red ink, signed and sealed by the Executive 
Committee that orders all the assassinations. 
The New York Wribune insists that his pres- 
ence here is a menace, and suggests that his 
credeitials should be submitted at once to the 
Department of State. This means, we pre- 
sume,that this bater of Russian tyranny, 
who is preparing the way forthe great revo- 
lution which is to give Russia a constitu- 
tional form of government, should be hunted 
down like a dog and turned over to the tor- 
turers at St. Petersburg. Perhaps HARTMANN 
is a murderer—an assassin. If so, he has 
stained his hands fighting the only kind 
of battle for human liberty that can 
be carried onin Russia now. Crushed beneath 
the iron heel of despotism more terrible than 
absolute slavery, steeped in ignorance, de- 
nied a free press and the common forms of 
justice in the courts, the friends of freedom 
in Russia are compelled to fight the monsters 
who oppress them by stealth and conspiracy.

EXCITED OVER OATS. 


The Call Board Goes Wild Over 
Protest Notices. 


The Longs Attempt Another Squeeze, 
Which Calls Out Vigorous 
Objections. 


The row about the oats squeeze is not yet 
over. The scenes at the morning call 
on ’Change to-day proved this conclusively. 
The excitement raged at fever heat for half 
an hour and was cnly settled after several 
excited discussions had taken place. Before 


the call opened the representative of R. 8S. 
McCormick & Co. stepped up and handed in 
the following notice, which was immediateiy 
read out by Dan. Bartlett: 

To whom it —_ concern:—We hereby give 
notice that we will buy infor whom it may 
concern 100 cars No. 2 oats, 55,000 bushels 
No. 2 oats, due us and defaulted on by 
sellers. rn. 8. McCormick & Co. 


Before the excitement and murmurs nad 
died away, Mr. Grier’s man handed_ in the 
following notice of protest, which added fuel 
to the already blazing fire: 

To whom it may concerr:—We here dy give 
notice that we will buy in for whom it may 
concern 45,000 bu. No.2 oats, due us and 
defaulted on by sellers. GRIER BROS. 


When oats were reached Pete MeMorrell, 
McCormick’s man, bid 44¢ for cash oats. This, 
it will be remembered, was the price 
which the longs forced the market 
up to on Saturday. Sales com- 
meneccd and were progressing slowly, 
when Dave Francis arose and in the most 
ernphatic manner entered his protest. Mr. 
Froncis wus atrifle excited and he spoke at 
avery bigh pitch as follows: “I object, I 
object. This is all wrong. If they are buy- 
wwe for parties who have defautred, 
they must buy in as cheap 
as theycan. They can’t railroad things 
through inthis manner. I want to see this 
tested and I don’t propose to let 1t go by 
without doing g0.?? Other shorts 
also raised their voices, and for 
a minute things were at fever heat. 
McMorreil closed the scene by withdrawing 
the notices of protest and then renewed bis 
bid of 44 for cash oats, and the sales went on? 
When they were over Thos. Booth stood up 
and, with considerable excitement, made the 
following statement: 

“Parties, presumably bejonging to the 
pool, sold me 5,000 busbels of oats Saturday, 
which were not delivered untila minute and 
balf after 5 o’clock. [ refused them. As I 
bave settled 10,000 July Oats at 
the prices tixed by the longs, 
l think that the parties who defaulted to me 
ought tosettle at the same price. I think 
thattbis is a fine case of sharp practice on 
me, and I call upon the board to sustain me 
in a position to which I am justi? entitled.” 

After the call excited knots of men 
gatberedjJaround Messrs. Booth and Francis, 
apd much lively talking was dove. Senti- 
ment is somewhat divided in Mr. Booth’s case, 
a good many thinking that the settleinent 
aught to be made at theterms he demanded. 
Extremely exciting und dramatic scenes are 
expected to-morrow.

Seventy Pereons Killed by the Ex- 
plosion of a Magazine. 


Immense Damage to a Mexican Town— 
A Terrible Accident. 


C1vyY OF MEXICO, August 1.—The details 
bave just been received here of a terrific 
powder explosion at Mazatlan. The explo- 
sion occurred in the Government magazine, 
in which was stored several tons of powder,and 
was caused by the carelessness of one of the 
«uards detailed at the place smokinga cigar, 
within the magazine. The building was sit- 
uated in the centre of the town, The explo- 
sion completely razed the magazine and 
destroyed many houses in the immediate 
vicinity, besides doing considerable damage to 
numbers of others and _ killing a 
large number of people. Immediately 
after the explosion the soldiers and citizens 
went to work to recover the bodies of those 
known to have been buried in the ruins. 
Seventy bodies have been recovered, among 
them Francisco Pena, District Judge. 
The number of killed and 


wounded is not yet known, as many bo- 
<lies are Said to be still under the ruins.

‘*Charley,’’ the driver of one of the Dis- 
pensary ambulances, who has answered the 
call of the sick amd distressed poor for 
the last six years, has his homely 
idea of a city of metropolitan 


pretensious thatcan not afford to give out 
free medicine. Hehas visited all sorts of 
out-of-the-way localities, been in the dirtiest 
and hungriest hovels the town rejoices in, 
and often carried from 100 to 200 
pounds of disease, and sometimes 
death, down three flights of stairs, 
through narrow lanes and garbage-covered 
alleys to his wagon. and has thoroughly 
acquainted himself with the needs and de- 
sires of the pauper portion ofthe population. 

“There ain’t no funin this business,’’ said 
Charley. “I could saw woodand say nothing; 
but it’s a matter of work or quit, you know. 
Are we kept busy? Well, I should say so. 
From twenty-five to thirty and some- 
times thirty-five cases a day; maybe 
more. Wetake them all to the hospital. 
Since they shut up the medicine shop there 
ain’t nothing else to do with them.”

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AGRICULTURAL POINTS. 


Valuable Hints For Farmers 
Housekeepers. 

The introduction of grain barges on the 
Mississippi is working cood for the farming 
“community. The railroads can afford to les- 
sen their transportatien charges eastward, 
and will not be bankrupted by any diversion 
of grain tothe water. The prospect is that 
enough grain will go abroad from year to 
year to make its transportation both by water 
and rail profitable. Enough has already been 
done by the barge system to induce the es- 
tablishment of elevators at points along the 
river. At New Orleans elevators and barges 
have revolutionized the old system of hand- 
ling grain in sacks. The old method was so 
slow and expensive asto drive grain out oJ 
the New Orleans market into Chicago and St. 
Louis. Since the new methods of handling 
have been established, and the 
new route has shown a_— carrying 
capacity, grain has been attracted 
to the river towns for shipment by New Or- 
leans. From St. Paul to Cairo the influence 
is felt, in diverting grain from the long rail 
route East. So seriously is this affecting the 
commerce of New York, that a committee of 
the New York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation has been vo New Orleans to investigate 
and see the probable outcome of this new de- 
parture in transportation of grain. They find 
that freights are taken from St. Louis to New 
Orleans at five cents per bushel, while the 
raiiratesfrom St. Louis to New York are 
twenty cents per bushel. The rate from New 
Orleans to Liverpoo) is 6d,and from New 
York to Liverpool is 4%d. In other 


words, grain goes from St. Louis 
via New Orleans by water te Liverpool for 
i7e, and from St. Louis to Liverpool via New 
York it costs 29%c. From St. Paul to Liver- 

00] via New Orleans the rate is 27c; viaNew 

ork it is 42%c. 

The consequence is New York port has not 
enough grain to load return vessels, and many 
go in ballast to New Orleans tu get carzoes of 
grain. The result of all this at present is to 
prevent railroads making freights to please 
themselves. There is atlength an able com- 
petitorfor the grain trade from the West 
und Northwesttothe seaboard. As long as 
such a bealthful rivalry can be maintained 
the country will be safe from the extortions 
of the mighty. 

PARIS GREEN AND POTATOES. 

The unusually early appearance of the de- 
cemlineata this spring madei't necessary for 
potato growers to act on the defensive as soon 
ax potatoes appeared above the cround. This 
necessity was increased by the hot, dry 
weather of Mav. ana the torrid June finished 
the potatoes that the early bugs did not 
destroy. Farmers have used larger quanti- 
ties of Paris green than usual, because the 
bugs and weather had a powerful combina- 
tion against potatoes, and prompt, severe 
measures had to be resorted to. There are 
some anxious people who never could follow 
Paul’s advice, to eat what is set before them 
and ask no questions, and one of these asks 
how we dare eat potatoes where P aris green 
bas been used in their cultivation? For the 
comfort of such people we say: Experience 
has shown that no harm comes to po- 
tatoeaters though the potato crop has been 
saved by Paris green. Potatoes are more uni- 
versally eaten than any other vegetable, and 
though nine-tenths of the potatoes raised 
have been saved by Paris green, not acase of 
peony or injury from the use of potatoes 

as been put on record. Careless persons, 
ignorant of the nature of Paris green, bave 
been injured by inhaling the powder while 
using itin the potato patch. All apprehen- 
sion of danger as to injury from eating pota- 
toes treated to Paris green at the time of cul- 
tivation can be set at rest by another exper- 
imental fact. Last fall Prof.-Thompson, of 
the Woreester Institute, analyzed a hill 
of potatoes which had been abunduintly 

lied with Paris = green. a. me ¢ 

‘ish bad placed an ounce of the hest 
Paris green in and around a bill of potatoes 
when about one-third grown. In September 
the potatoes were dug, and taken to the 
chemist forzanalysis, with the Paris green ad- 
hering tothe tubers. He washed them as 
does the cook, and thoroughly boiled them, 
but a most thorough analysis detected no 
trace of arsenic either inthe skins or in the 
starch of the potatoes. Why? Because arse- 
nic, being insoluble by water or dew, could 
not enter either the stemsor tubers, Again 
let the timid remember that the pvison is ap- 
plied to the tops and not the tubers to kill 
the buvs, and as the leaves are separated from 
the tubers by several inches of soil, the 
hance of any poison reaching the potato is 
infinitesimal. Then, too, the danzer is stil] 
diminished by the fact that a teaspoonful of 
Paris greenis mixed ina bucket of water, and 
the smallest spray of this water is scattered on 
the leaves, the aim being to make that quan- 
tity of water spread over as much us pos- 
sible. The leaves cannot absorb the solid. 
That remains on the surface of the loaf for 
the bugs. Should ~ of this preparation 
fali on the soil, as it will, the amountof iron 
in the avernge soil is sufficient to preclude 
the possibility of an atom of the arsenic en- 
tering a potato. Again, should there be no 
iron in the soil, and should the arsenic used 
find its way to the tubers and be absored by 
them, the quantitv would be so infiaitesi- 
mal that it would be as harmie.s as the sight- 
est trituration of arsenicum ever prepared 
by the most fanciful disciple of Hihnemann. 
As potatoes are not eaten raw or unwashed, 
the millennium will likely come before any 
eater of potatoes will absorb from them 
enough arsenic te either blanch the skin or cast 
the hair, and both of thexe may happen to 
arsenic eaters long vefore the genera) health 
is undermined. 


FINE MANURE. 


A Tennessee correspondent asks if we cain 
tell him where togeta machine for grinding 
manure. Heis movedto ask for such a 
machine becaus, he accidentally experienced 
wonderful benetit from scattering the fine]lit- 
ter made under hisbarn. We are glad that 
our correspondent bas learned the value of 
fine manure, and records his testimony ia its 
favor. There are thousands of farmers who 
hold that it makes no difference whether the 
manure is applied fine or coarse. They be- 
lieve in manure, but have not so iclosely ob- 
served its effects as to know how to make the 
most of it. Our Englisa cousins lay great 
stress on having the “dung well fined.” 

We doubt the necessity, however, 
of running barnvard manure through 
amillto grindit up. 

We get our best results by turning the ma- 
unre once, if made from feeding hay or 
Atraw, and twice if made from feeding cora 
fodder. Inthe spring, some dav when it is 
too wetto plow, We set the men to work in 
the barnyard. They turn the manure, making 
itupinto a square-built pile, being careful 
to keep it level on top, and the sides as nearly 
perpendicular as possible. If this is turned 
again during the summer, it will bein fine 
condition for top-dressing wheat at the time 
of seeding. Where land is laid downto grass 
in the fall and top-dressed with manure thus 
fined, we think our Tennessee friend will 
find he gets better results than from the 
common method of handling manure. Again, 
he will find that the manure can be 
turned as directed above, and hauled and 
spread on the land at less cost of time and 
Jabor than intheold way of hauling long, 
chunky manure direct from the yard to the 
field. The secret of turning is it reduces the 
bulk #0 that it can be hauledin about three- 
Ofihs as many joads, and can be handled with 
half the labor and spread evenly. Then above 
ali thie well fined manure is ready to supply 

lant food,and tbe crop gets its benefit the 

ret season, and there is neither time nor ma- 
nure nor labor lost. Itis doubtful if barn- 
yard manure can be put into better shape. 
even by machinery, as suggested by the Ten- 
Dessce correspondent. 
: DO WE PLOW TOO MUCA? 

In tf to the question, “Do we plow too 
mucb I think it is safe to take the nega- 
tive side,and #ay we do not, providing our 
correspondent, E. 8S. F., refers to arable 
Janda, cultivated continuously im hoed or 


lowed erone with the bare exception thatin 
ni robab ity many farmers, from lack of 
sufficient acreage, 
timothy or clover sod oftener than is 
economy, or would be under other circum- 
stances. It is hardly a fair standpoint to 
argue from, this taking a well cultivated corn 
stubble or neg age J good land, as a fair 
test touching the points of economy in- 
volved. It must be clearly understood that 
agood paying crop of corn, raised on good 
land, leaves the soil in the best possible con- 
dition for nearly any and every crop to follow. 
Thorough cultivation is tillage, and tillage 
makes or assists in aes the crop a good 
or profitable one, and at the same time acts 
on the soil through the chemical changes 
which are incident to cultivation, and, barring 
the fact that a crop of corn has been raised 
and removed from the land, the soil is really 
in an improved condition, nearly as much so 
as if treated to regular summer fallow, which 
mode is not now, however, considered as good 
economy among most farmers who are com- 
pellea to cultivate yearly crops on the same 
fields. 

If the question propounded had been, do 
we plowtoo much at unseasonable times? 
possibly the conclusion to be drawn might be 
different. In discussing the question it is 
only fairto say that no set rule can be laid 
down in text books as best for all soils. Soils 
vary in their composition, and each cultivator 
of the soil must determine for himself 
whether his land]jshould be plowed often, and 
at what season of the year to induce the best 
results from cropsraised; and as to crops to 
fo}low the effort should be to add to the fer- 
tility of the soil by judicious rotation of grain 
crops, and seeding down to clover and the 
grasses. 

As to the particular soil cultivated by E. 8. 
F. on his El! Paso farm, the writer is not 
prepared to judge. Light clay loams,and soils 
of alluvial vegetable mould need less plow- 
ing than do our heavy, tenacious clay soils 
and astothepolicy adopted by E.S. F. an 
many others, of growing crop after crop of 
corn or other grain, to the exclusion of 
grasses anda general system of rotation of 
farm crops, there can be but one conclusion 
arrived at: such continuous growing of corn 
after corn willtendto impoverish any soil, 
and if persisted in, will ultimately render a 
new location indispensable, or the fertility 
taken from the soil by continuously rajsing 
grain crops must be returned to the soi! in 
barn-yard manure or some special commer- 
cial fertélizer. 

HOW TO FEED PIGS. 

The nice pointin growing pigs isto keep 
them growing. Thisis easily accomplished 
the first three or four weeks by feeding the 
sow bountifully upon nourishing slops. As 
the pigs grow older I feed corn meal cooked 
into a musb,and mixed with a whey,skimmed 
milk or other house slops, and, finally, soak- 
ed corn. By this time thep are old enough to 
take kindly to grass and clover, and this, 
with the soaked corn, will keep them grow- 
ing rapidly. 

Do not depend too largely upon corn, but 
rovide grassin abundance. <A most excel- 
ent food forthe purpose of increasing the 

flow of milk may be prepared by grinding 
corn and oats together, in about equal quan- 
tities by measurement, and making a slop of 
the mixture. To this may be added a little 
oat meal with profit; ground rye, barley or 
wheat may be substituted for the corn or 
oats, and a mixture of these grains will make 
an excellent diet; but don’t forget the grass. 
If youare so situated that you can’t give 
your sows access to a good pasture, cut some 
grass—clover is the best—and give it to them 
every day. Don’t depend upon any one 
thing, but use a variety. 

HORSEBACK RIDING. 

We once heard an enthusiastic admirer of 
the sex say that in his opinion the most 
beantiful sight in the world was a lady grace- 
fully riding on horseback. The man was not 
a bacholer either, sothatthe honesty of the 
assertion can not be questioned. Whether 
the critic Was correct or not, itis postively 
certain that horseback riding by ladies could 
be practiced to a much greater extent than it 
is, to the advantaye of the equestrians. Every 
young woman possessed of good nerve should 
be taugbt to ride at an early age—to sit 
squarely upon the saddle, handling the rein 
with a light hand andconforming her motions 
Witb those of the horse. The fabled Centaur 
embodied the composite figures of a horse 
and amale rider, but the lithe and grice2ful 
form of a Woman mognted on a spirited steed 
exceeds the poetic conception of mythologic 
ancients. The riding habit should be merely 
long enough to cover the foot when she is 
seated in the saddle, and the stirrup should 
never be withouta‘*shoe’’ lo prevent the 
ricer’s foot from being driven home too far. 
A more horrible accident can hardly be 
imagined than a lady thrown from a frightened 
horse and drayying by the stirrups. An ex- 
cursion of considerable distance never ought 
to be attempted until the rider, by private 
practice, or by long habit from childhood, be 
confident of her seat and rein. Horseback 
riding by women would often prevent com- 
plaints to which the sex is incident, and thus 
alleviate a portion of suffering to which they 
are hhable. 

THE ENGLISH SPARROW. 

We notice this year but little hostility to- 
wardthe English sparrow It is remarked 
that the late severe winter thinned them off 
materially. We have heard nothing of their 
depredations in this vicinity, though some of 
the Eastern papers say they have madea 
dead set on theripening wheat. It seems as 
yet a mooted question whether the sparrows 
are so deadly miscbievous as to merit destruc- 
tion, though it is quite certain that their ad- 
vocates have failed to show that the benefits 
which have followed their importation have 
equaled the results anticipated. 

CORN FODDER. 

There is no better or cheaper way of pro- 
viding a quantity of good fodder than to sow 
corn on well prepared greund from this time 
to the Ist of August. Begin tocutthe crops 
when they attain the height of three feet and 
the leaves are well developed. Fed green as 
cut, cattle will greatly enjoy and improve up- 
on the fodder, but a partial drying rather im- 
proves the material. A single acre sown or 
drilled will produce more tons of fodder 
than any other material, and eke out pastures 
in the early autumn ina profitable way. In 
fact, if more is sown than can be utilized be- 
fore cold weather, there is no difficulty in 
curing the fodder and stacking it for winter 
use, by improving the warmer days of 
September. 


Household Notes. 


OLD COLONY CAKE.—Three eggs, one scant 
cup butter, twoand one-half cups sugar, one 
cup sour milk, three and two-thirds cups 
flour, teaspoon soda, spice to taste. Sift 
powdered sugar over the top of the cake. 


PLUM MARMALADE.—Choose plums that 
are fully ripe. Scald them till the skins peel 
off, and take out the stones. Allow a pound 
anda half of sugar toa pound of fruit; let 
them lie in the sugarafew hours. then boil 
toa smooth mass. 

PICKLED RIPE TOMATOES.—To one gallon 
of peeled tomatoes, two tablespoons white 
mustard-seed, one tablespoon whole cloves, 
one tablespoon salt, two tablespoons pepper, 
two tablespoons allspice. Putina jar, spr.ok- 
ling the spices between the layers, and pour 
ecalded Vinevar over them, 


SPONGE CAKE FOR TWO.— Beat the whites 
Ooffouregsestoastff froth, add one tea cup 
sugar, then the yolks, lastly one teacup flour. 
The whoie recipe does not make a large cake, 
and it might be easily divided. To be per- 
fect it must always be put together in the 
orcer given in the recipe. 

CORN CAKES FOR Two.-—-Sifta cup full of 
corn-meal into a bow! or tray, make a hole in 
it, putin salt, soda and shortening, as for 
biscuit, break in two eggs, stir with a stron 
spoven until the eggs are well broken an 
mixed, then with new buttermilk or sour 
mijk make into a batter. Bake in a brisk 
oven; bave the cake three-fourths of an inch 
thick when it goes into the oven. 

CHOPPED PICKLE.—One peck of green to- 
matocs, two quarts of onions and two of 

eppers. Chop fine separately and mix, add- 
ng three cupfuls of salt. Let them stand 
over night, andin the morning drain well.

Pour over it three quarts of boiling vinegar.

MIXED CHOow-CHOW.—Take radish pods, 
green peppers, long and round, green grapes. 
nasturtiums, peaches, cherries, string beans, 
caulifiower, button onions, pour over them a 
hot brine that will bear an egg, and let them 
stand four days, stirring them every day. 
Then make a pickle very warm with spices,, 
and after it has been boildd, and the ingre- 
dients well dned from the brine, pour it 
over them boiling hot; mustard seed may be 
adaed, and then it must be covered clese 
from the air. This will keep, if |well pre- 
pared, two years 

CHOCOLATE PUDDING.—Make a corn- 
starch custard with one pint of milk, a small 
half-cup of sugar, two tablespoons ofcorn- 
starch and the whites of four ene. Put the 
corn-starchintoa cup witha little of the 
milk. Put the rest of the milk over the fire 
with the sugar, and when it boils put inthe 
dissolved corn-starch. Adda little salt, and 
when it thickens stir in the beaten whites of 
the eggs, and aftera few minutes’ cookin 
take it off the fire. Flavor with vanilla, an 
then divide the pudding into two portions. 
Grate a large piece of cocoanut—about the 
quarter of anut—and add it to one ofthe 

ortions; then dissolve a bar of chocolate ina 
little milk and add itto the other portion of 
pudding. Dip a mold in cold water and 
fillthe bottom with the cocoanut mixture; 
then put the chocolate mixture on top. Let 
the whole get cold and stiff; turn it out of the 
mould and serve with a boiled custard made 
with the yolks of eggs. 


A Man With Five Fatal Diseases. 
From the Sacramento (Cai.) Union. 

By request of friends 1 post-mortem was 
held yesterday by Drs. Hughson and 
Pinkham upon the remains of J. A. C. Pal- 
mer. who died the day previous. The de- 
ceased was an old resident in the city, and his 
extremely emaciated appearance for many 
years past has caused him to be generally ob- 
served, and led to considerable speculation 
and conjectures as to the disease which 
should produce such effects and yet not prove 
fatal. ‘the post-mortem revealed that he had 
at the time of bis death five diseases or de- 
rangements atfiye distinct parts of his body, 
either of which would positively and almost 
immediately prove fatal to any person of only 
ordinary tenacity of life. The lungs were 
consumed to about one-third their natural 
size and filled with tubercles. They were also 
both extensiveiv adhered to the walls 
of the jest. The left auriclejand ventricle of 
the heart appeared healthy, but the walls 
were almost as thin as writing-paper, and in 
the right ventricle was a fibrinous clot about 
four inchesin length, which would be sup- 
posed to kill immediately. The stomach was 
extensively ulcerated. and its walls were not 
more than half the thickness of an ordinary 
healthy stomach. The small intestine had be- 
come intussuscepted or turned within itself 
for a distance of seveninches. This is a very 
unusual oecurrence, and one of the most fa- 
tal. git is thought from appearance and symp- 
toms that this condition could not have exist- 
ed more than twenty-four hours prior to his 
death. Below this another portion of the 
smallintestine fora distance of about four- 
teen inches sbowed that a high state of 
inflammation had __ existed. followed 
by mortification. Notwithstanding these 
conditions found, and the almost 
death-like appearance which Mr. Palmer 
sustained for many years past, his last 
illness did not occur unti! last Saturday, and 
when a physician was sent for on that day 
and called to see him, Mr. Palmer had gone 
down town, and remained there for hours. 
He was confined to his bed but two days 
prior to his death, during which time his 
+vymptoms of immediate difficulty pointed di- 
rectly, if not exclusively, to inflammation or 
disease of the stomach. Itis an- interesting 
fact in connection with this case that the de- 
ceased Was a very small man, of not over five 
feet and one or twoinches in height, and of 
slight frame, not weighing over 100 pounds 
when in health, and probably not to exceed 
eighty pounds for many years past. It may 
also be added that, contrary to what would 
naturally be expected, he uniformly possessed 
a ravenous appetite, which was so marked 
that formerly his malady was attributed to 
the presence of a tape worm, 


Excessive Bathing. 
From the London Globe. 

A question has just come before the Man- 
chester City Council which has interest for 
every town where public baths exist. It is 
found during hot weather that many of the 
bathers remain in the water foran uncon- 
scionably long time—several hours at a stretch 
sometimes. This is said to be especially 
the habit of feminine bathers, to the great 
danger of theirhealth. In one instance, a 
girl actually lost the use of her 
limbs, and in many others ill- 
ness of one sort or _ another has 
been traced tothis over-indulgence. At the 
Manchester baths printed notices are posted 
up prescribing half an hour as the maximum 
time. These, however, are set at naught, and 
What may be cailed ‘pickling’? goes on just 
us iftbere were no regulations to thecontrary. 
We bav@ little doubt the officials connected 
with the public baths of the Metropolis could 
tell a similar tale if so minded. Perhaps, 
therefore, some good would come from dis- 
tributing among bathers printed warnings as 
to the ill consequences that result from over- 
bathing. Loss of strength, drowsines, hepatic 
cerangement and, we believe, heart com- 
plaint are among the results of the practice 
when frequently resorted to. It is, we think, 
more through ignorance of any harm resulting 
than out of downright perversity that this 
foolish excess in bathing bas become so gen- 
eral. Of course, there are some constitutions 
that can stand anything, and here and there a 
Webb or a Beckwith is to be found to whom 
long immersion in Water is, apparently, in- 
rocuous. Buteven these amphibious beings 
like to baye tbe water warm—a condition 
which does not obtain at public baths during 
summer time. 


A Wonderful Carving. 
From the London Times. 

A masterpiece in wood-carving by Demont- 
reuil bas beenleft by the owner at No. 29 
Maddox street. Of Demontreuil personally 
not muchis known. For a short time—for 
he died young—hbe erjoyed the patronage of 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette, and the 
fame of bis skid] as a carver, especially of 
birds, reached other countries. This bird, 
one of the latestif not the last of his pro- 
ductions, Was executed at Madrid for a Card)- 
nal. Itis believed that Demontreuil resided 
in thatcity for two or three years. He could 
not work long ata time upon a piece so ful] 
as this is of exquisitely delicate detail. partly 
because the tiring effect of prolonged effort up- 
on the muscles of the hand and arm would 
bave destroyed the certainty and accuracy of 
bis touch, and partly perhaps on account ofa 
gradual failure of eyesight which ended in 
total blindness. At the death of the Cardinal! 
this chef-d’a@uvre passed to some relatives—a 
Franco-Spanvish family—who prized it so 
highly that on one occasion they refused 50, - 
000 frances for it. From them it came into 
the possersion of the present owner. The 
subject is a dead canary hanging against a 
panel. It issuspended apparently from a nai! 
by a piece of string tied tothe left foot, and 
bird, string, natl, and pane! are carved out of 
one piece of pearwood. Wonderful as is the 
carving by which the characteristic appear- 
ance of different kinds of feathers of the 
Wings, tail and body, andthe markings on 
the feet are reproduced (ard the details wil] 
bear examination with a magnifying glass), 
the art with which the individuality of the 
creature is rendered is still more remarkable.

1s THE SUN BLUE? | 


A Scientific Expedition to a Mountain 
Top and Ite Odd Purpose. 
From the San Francisco Call. 


Professor Langley’s expedition in search of 
a blue sun was to start for its destination to- 
day, butitis now more than likely that a 
delay will be necessitated until to-morrow. 
The point selected for the station is not in 
Arizona, as reported, but on Mount Whitney, 
which jis adjacent to Mojave, California. 
Professor J.angley has been prominently be— 
fore the scientific world for some years in 
connection with certain investigations in 
solar physics. Hehas arrived atthe conclu- 
sion that solar — is blue, and not white, 
red or yellow, and that the apparent color of 
the sun is entirely due to the absorbent 

roperties of the earth’s atmosphere. 
That this theory may be placed upon 
a tangible footing the expedition in question 
was instituted. It partakes of a semi-mili- 
tary character, being under the nominal di- 
rection of General Hazen, Chief of the Signal 
Service Department. Like the Jeannette ex- 
pedition, however, the éxpenses are inthe 
main defrayed by a private party, a gentle- 
man resident in Pittsburg. The fact as to 
the color of the sun’s rays will be arrived at 
by determining the exact proportion of each 
color absorbed by the atmosphere. The ap- 
paratus consists in the main of two distinct 
classes of instruments. The dne measures 
the heat or action of a ray of sun-light; the 
other measures the amount of power of the 
divided ray, or, in other words, the action of 
each color in the spectrum. The second in- 
strumentis one very complicated, and is the 
invention of Professor Langley. He callsita 
bolometer. By itit is sought to determine 
the strength of any particular color of 
the the sun’s light, 
and 1 of readings the 
amount of absorption of particular colors and 
ultimately the preponderating color of the 
sun’s light. A spectrometer is used to pro- 
duce the solar spectrum. Through a slot a 
sunbeam is admitted intoa darkened cham- 
ber. The ray is deflected and the spectrum 
is passed through a lens, when the image of 
the spectrum appears. The red color will be 
upon the left band and the violet upon the 
right, with the intermediate tints between. 
Having admitted a sunbeam and separated its 
tints, it only remains to measure the heat of 
each color. This the bolometer will do. 
The bolometer is an attachment toa galvan- 
ometer, a well-known instrument for meas- 
uring electric currents. While the electric 
circuitis at an equilibrium the indicator will 
be unaffected, but let the balance be disturb- 
ed and the needle will register the amount 
of increase. Raising the temperature 
of some portion of the circuit will disturb the 
equilibrium. Let then an arm with a plati- 
num coil be placed in the circuit, and that 
arm 'be heated, the amount of heat Ye regis- 
tered by the indicator of the galvanometer. 
This little bolometer is so small that it may be 
moved back and forth between the lines of 
the spectrum. Placed in the red light, it will 
register, say 67; in the yellow, 150, and as the 
green, blue and violet are tested the figures 
decrease to 0. By taking observations at 
noon and in the morning and evening, the dif- 
ference in the iatensity of the heatin the dif- 
ferent coiors is obtained. These differences 
will be indicated by wave lines. Should the 
variation between noon and morning in the 
blue be greater than in other colors, the proof 
will be that the blue color is absorbed most 
by our atmosphere. 


The Phlegmatic Hollanders. 
From a Cincinnati Girl’s Letter. 


A. short ride bv rail brought us to The 
Hague, upon which we immediately turned 
our backs, going by steam tram to Schevelin- 
ren (pronounced Skay-veling-en), the famous 
Jutch watering-place. Never mind what we 
saw while on our way thither. Only think 
with us of our delight at finding ourselves in 
a cool, dainty room, with broad French win- 
dows opening out cn broad reaches of marsh 
grass. We could not see the water, but we 
knew -it was there. Table d’hote was twice 
as long as usual, of course, and it was 
with the greatest relief that we finally 
broke away apd hurried along the drive 
bordering the sea, with a concert pavilion 
as our objective point. We strolled by airy 
villas owned by various princes of dcuble- 
barreled titles. Reaching our destination 
we seated ourselves at a small table and 
prepared to enjoy our first foreign con- 
cert experience. Ona brod terrace sloping 
westward to the sea stands a large cafe with 
wings extending in a semicircular form. 
Within the court thus formed are tables, and 
on the outer edge the music stand, wherea 
fine military band gives nightly concerts. Be- 
yond a wide promenade brilliantly lighted, 
and still further down the beach. Seated in 
the midst of thecrowd, we had a favorable 
opportunity for studying Holland life, and 
we let our eves wander whither -they would 
as we leisurely sipped our coffee. At first 
we thought everybody must be very absent- 
minded or unhappy. There was almost none 
of the bright chit-chat of an American 
gathering, no smiles, or quick gesture. 
But there was what one sometimes fails to 
find in an American audience—evidence 
of quiet contentment. Near by was a group 
of ladies who are preparing their tea, the 
waiter having brought a great brass kettle, a 
smalier steeping kettle, and a tiny caddy,over 
which a dignified old woman presided with 
deep solemnity. Behind us half a dozen 
students preserved the utmost decorum over 
their beer. Our boys would have chattered 
like magpies. Friends saluted each other 
with unmoved expression. Not even were 
the gay strains of William Tell sufficiently in- 
spiring to provoke the slightest ray of enthu- 
siasm. We felt shut in and sought for joyous 
indications among the promenaders. Up and 
down we went, meeting now an expensively 
but not tastefully dressed lady, now a trio of 
workmen in their blouses and wooden shoes. 
What but the stern necessity for sleep could 
have led us away from tbe music, the lights, 
the surging crowds and their strange jabber, 
and the delicious coolness of the slow heav- 
ing water? Weremembered our home or- 
— and dutifully, but prosaically, went te 
ed.

Mulligan’s Murder. 

That William Hall was killed by James 
Mullican at Laclede Station on Saturday 
afternoon is a terrible fact, but the 
eircumstances surrounding the homicide are 
not yet clearly known. B. J. Caffrey, of 
Webster Grove, held an inquest, and upon 
the testimony of Mrs. Fannie Smith, of St. 
Louis county, the jury found tbat Hall came 
to his death from wounds inflicted upon him 
by aknifeinthe hands of James Mulligan. 


Mrs. Smith testified that she had seen the 
whole struggle: had seen Mulligan draw a: 
revolver froin his pocket and shoot Hall, and | 
finally stab him with a knife. It seems | 
now that in trying to make her 
testimony strong = she quite over- 
did the matter. She _ stated the exact 
position which she occupied during the strug- 
gle. Yesterday Mr. Mulligan’s attorney and 
brother-in-law undertook to test Mrs. Smith’s 
statement, one taking up his stand where she 
declares she stood during the struggle and 
the other coing to the spot where the shoot- 
ing wasdone. It was found to be utterly 
impossible to distinguish one man from an- 
other atthe distance. The facts upon which 
all agree are these: That Hall and Mulligan 
had a difficulty on account of MHall’s cattle 
making depredations upon Mulligan’s fields, 
and that Mullican inflicted wounds upon Hall 
that caused his-death. Fromthis point the 
statements differ, one party claiming that the 
killing was done in self-defense and the other 
party that it was a malicious murder.

“HERE SHE GOES!” 


And Charles Schlieper Blows Out 
His Brains. 


His Crazy Antics Terminate in 
Sudden Suicide. 


A Cantankerous Career Terminated 
Through Drink. 


Charles Schlieper committed suicide at 
7:30 this morning under peculiar circum- 
He was the oldest son of,§jjMrs. 


stances. 
Catherine Schlieper, who, in partnership 
with Louis Graf, runs a soda 
factory at %20 North Eighth street. 


At the above hour he entered Val. Schmidt’s 
saloon, On the northeast corner of Ninth and 


Franklin avenue, With an sxe in his hand,:nd 
talked awhile wiih the proprietor and with 
his barkeeper, Pete Weber. He dranka 


out into the middle of the floor, he shouted: 
“HERE SHE GOES, PETE!” 

put a pistol to his head and sent a ball crash- 
ing through his brain. He _ fell back- 
wards, kicked convulsively for a mun- 
ute or two and then ceased to move. 
The spectators, of which there were half a 
dozen, stood amazed fora minute, but one 
of them ran out and brought in a doctor. The 
latter looked a minute and shook his head. 


The man was as dead as a door-nail. The ball 
had entered the righteye, close up against 
the nose.Jand had lodged somewhere in the 
brain. The pistol, an ordinary 32-caliber, lay 
beside the corpse. After a while 
a common canvas stretcher was brought and 
the body placed upon it. Four men took 
hoid of the corners and started home with 
the corpse. Somebody said that the bedy 
showed signs of life vihile being carried 
across the block to the house, but this must 
have been a mistake. The corpse was taken 
up stairs, and the _ stretcher placed 
in the fron* room, or parlor. 
Before the melancholy procession bad reach- 
ed Mrs. Schlieper’s house somebody had run 
across With the news, and when the body 
arrived the mother and sisters of deceased 
were wailing and shouting in a most piteous 
manner. The old lady had just risen from 
a sick-bed and the terrible deed 
seemed to unnerve her tetallvy. The body 
as it lay in the front room presented 
A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 

It was clad only in a coarse undershirt open 
to the waist, a rough pair of jeans pants, and 
heavy working-shoes. ©ver the face was 
thrown a piece of muslin, which was saturat- 
ed with blood, and over which the flies 
swarmed in muititudes. 

On lifting the covering a fearful sight dis- 
closed itself. The blood was still oozing 
from the jagged and powder-burnt hole over 
the eye, and was slowly running down the 
face and around the neck. The eyes were 
closed and sunken. A large mass of froth 
bad gathered on the already swollen lips, 
which each movement of the covering 
brushed away only to be replaced. The 
broad and hairy breast was smeared with 
blood, and the arms were fixed rigidly by 
the sides, and as the reporter lifted the cov- 
ering, a sister of the deceased,who was stand- 


ing beside him, noticed that the blood 
was dripping through the can- 
vas of the stretcher and = stain- 
ing the carpet below. She brought 


a cast-iron pan, such as is used for heating 
flat-irons, and placed it underneath. The 
monotonous heating of the blood drops in the 
iron receptacle beneath was the only sound 
that disturbed the quietof the chamber. 
Deceased was evidently a stout, robust young 
fellow, but with a face ty no means intelli- 
gent. He was a single man, twenty-five 
years ofage. From his mother and sisters, 
who were seated outside, and especially from 
Louis Graf, his mother’s partner in business, 
the causes of the suicide were learned. 
Charles had been very wild lately, and drank 
whenever he could find the liquor. He has 
lately made 
SEVERAL THREATS 
that he would tike his life. He wasona spree 
all of vesterday and he kept it up during the 
night, returning to his mother’s house ina 
wild and excited state about 6 o0’clock this 
morning. He lumbered up stairs and then 
commenced an attempt to tear down the ban- 
isters. His mother and sisters endeavored to 
quiet him, but the only reply he made was, 
“Til be G—d d——d if 1 work for $1 75 per 
day any longer. He was engaged asa soda- 
bottle washer in the factory in the rear of the 
residence and had been dissatisfied with his 
wages. His motherreplied: ‘‘If you don’t 
want to work, quit,’”’ to which he answered 
that - he would do something’ else first. 
He walked down stairs and into the factory, 
followed by his mother. Here, Louis Graf 
says, he raised quite atumult. “‘I was in the 
factory,”? said Mr. Graf, ‘‘when he came in. 
Shortly after that he wanted his revolver. 
HE SEIZED A LARGE AXE 

that was standing near and madean attack up- 
on the safe. Look at thesafe there. Here are 
the cuts that be made. His mother and I tried 
to stop him, but he would not listen and con- 
tinued bis attacks on the safe. ‘What do 
you want, Charlie’’ said I to him, but the 
only reply he made was to rush upon me 
with the axe, call me aie son of a —— 
and endeavor to cleave my headopen. He 
then stood in the middle of the floor and de- 
fied me apd ran several of the workmen out 
of the building. I told his mother that she 
had better give him his revolver or he would 
break the safe to pieces. His pistol was up 
stairs in his motber’s room, not 
in the safe, and she went up 
and votit. I followed her outin the yard, 
and when she brought it down I took out tae 
cartridges, and she then gaveitto Charlie. As 
she turned her back to wilk away after hand- 
ing it to him, and before she was a yard dis- 
tant, hezpointed the pi-<tol straight at her and 
snapped it three times at her. He then ex- 
amined it, but apparently could not tind out 
what wasthe matter,so he putthe aXe over 
his left shoulder, and,with the revolver in bis 
right band, started out the alley way to- 
wards Franklin avenue.’’
